The  Manchester  FFA  Department  of  Man¬ 
chester  High  School  has  a  very  wide  range  of 
activities.  Our  main  money-making  projects  are 
corn,  hay,  Christmas  trees  and  garden  seed  sales. 

On  May  1,  1972,  we  had  our  annual  Plow  Day.
